1 . YOU ASKED LARRY TO EXPLORE THE POSSIBILITY OF SPEAKING 
IN CLEVELAND DURING THE WEEKS OF MAY 9 AND MAY 16. YOUR 
SCHEDULE DURING THOSE WEEKS WOULD MAKE IT DIFFICULT BUT 
NOT ENTIRELY IMPOSSIBLE TO DO SO. 

2. MONDAY AND TUESDAY (MAY 10-11) INVOLVE A NUMBER OF 
EVENTS FOR THE DANISH FOREIGN MINISTER AND AN ARRIVAL 
CEREMONY FOR THE QUEEN AND PRINCE; A TUESDAY WHITE HOUSE 
LUNCHEON FOR THE QUEEN AND A DINNER ON THE DANISH ROYAL 
YACHT FOLLOWED BY DANISH ROYAL BALLET AND A RECEPTION. 

ON WEDNESDAY, MAY 12, YOU HAVE AGREED TO MEET WITH THE TRI- 
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LATERAL COMMISSION (DAVID ROCKEFELLER - 35-40 PEOPLE). ON 
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THURSDAY, MAY 3, YOU HAVE TENTATIVELY ACCEPTED A NEW YORK 
MARCH OF DIMES DINNER AT WHICH THE "MAN OF THE YEAR AWARD" 
WILL BE GIVEN TO WALTER CRONKITE. ON FRIDAY, MAY 14, YOU 
HAVE THE WHITE HOUSE FELLOWS ASSOCIATION IN THE AFTERNOON. 
MONDAY AND TUESDAY OF THE NEXT WEEK (MAY 17-18) ARE HEAVILY 

SCHEDULED FOR PRESIDENT GISCARD'S VISIT, AND YOU ARE 
SCHEDULED TO LEAVE FOR THE NATO MEETING ON WEDNESDAY, MAY 
19. 

3. YOU WILL RECALL THAT THE OHIO PRIMARY IS JUNE 8. IF 
YOU WISH TO DO THE CLEVELAND TALK IT COULD BE IN THE LOS 
ANGELES BLUE RIBBON FORMAT OR IT COULD TAKE THE FORM OF 
A FORMAL REPORT ON YOUR AFRICAN TRIP (CLEVELAND IS AN 
IMPORTANT BLACK COMMUNITY). 

4. TO CLEAR A DAY FOR CLEVELAND BEFORE THE PRIMARY (JUNE 

8) WE WOULD HAVE TO POSTPONE EITHER YOUR MEETING WITH THE 
TRILATERAL COMMISSION (NOW SCHEDULED MAY 12) OR CANCEL 
YOUR DISCUSSION WITH THE WHITE HOUSE FELLOWS ALUMNI (NOW 
SCHEDULED FOR MAY 14) WHICH CANNOT BE RESCHEDULED. EITHER 
OF THESE CHANGES WOULD ALLOW A FULL DAY PLUS IN CLEVELAND. 
THE ALTERNATIVE TO A MAY 12 OR 14 APPEARANCE IN CLEVELAND 
WOULD BE TO COMBINE IT WITH YOUR SEATTLE TRIP IN JULY 
(SEE NEXT ITEM BELOW).
